To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Thorne  Rural  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration  the  Annual  Report 
ending  31st.  December,  1970. 

During  the  year  there  were  814  live  births  giving  a  rate  of  20.2  per  1,000 
population,  a  similar  rate  to  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  population  of  your 
area  has  continued  its  steady  growth  being  now  well  past  the  40.000  mark. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  at  22  is  exactly 
the  same  as  for  1969  and  is  considered  reasonable  as  very  few  of  these  could 
have  been  prevented  in  the  present  state  of  our  medical  knowledge. 

As  mentioned  in  previous  reports  the  new  Maternity  Hospital  in  Don¬ 
caster  has  now  had  its  expected  impact  on  the  position  of  domiciliary  confine¬ 
ments,  of  the  814  live  births  702  took  place  during  the  year  in  the  new  hospital 
and  only  112  at  home,  a  complete  reversal  of  the  situation  of  only  two  or  three 
years  ago. 

Deaths  from  all  causes  numbered  370  compared  to  363  the  previous  year, 
this  figure  will  of  course  gradually  rise  due  to  the  increase  in  population.  The 
crude  death  rate  is  the  same  as  the  previous  year. 

With  regard  to  the  statistics  on  infectious  disease,  the  expected  epidemic 
of  measles  duly  occurred  and  214  cases  were  notified,  the  cases  were  usually 
mild  and  no  deaths  were  reported.  The  number  of  cases  was  somewhat  less 
than  expected  probably  because  the  campaign  of  vaccination  against  this 
disease  is  now  having  its  effect. 

During  the  year  three  major  items  of  importance  were  under  consideration 
Firstly,  the  reorganisation  of  Local  Government  boundries  whereby  it  is  pro¬ 
posed  that  this  area  should  form  part  of  the  metropolitan  area  of  Doncaster 
County  Borough  and  neighbouring  districts. 

Secondly,  the  proposed  amalgamation  of  the  Health  Service  divisions  i.e.  Local 
Authority  Services,  General  Practitioners  and  Hospitals  into  a  single  service. 

Thirdly,  the  transfer  of  the  Social  Services  of  Local  Health  Authorities  at 
present  run  by  Health  Departments  to  the  newly  constructed  Social  Services 
departments. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  discussions  are  still  in  progress  about 
the  first  two  of  the  above.  The  setting  up  of  the  new  Social  Service  Depart¬ 
ment  is  now  an  accomplished  fact  and  the  transfer  of  the  services  for  which 
my  department  was  responsible  was  accomplished  smoothly  during  the  last 
few  months. 

Final  completion  of  all  the  details  regarding  the  construction  of  the  new 
Thorne  Health  Centre  on  the  site  of  the  present  clinic  in  Stonegate  were 
completed  and  tenders  are  at  the  moment  being  sought,  the  commencement  of

actual  building  is  now  eagerly  awaited. 

We  are  as  you  all  know  going  through  an  exciting  time  of  change  with 
the  frustrations  and  anxieties  regarding  our  role  in  the  new  services.  While  I 
personally  look  forward  with  confidence  to  the  future  there  is  naturally 
considerable  anxiety  among  the  present  local  authority  staff  regarding  their 
future  and  it  is  hoped  that  their  position  will  soon  be  determined  so  we  can 
all  plan  for  the  days  ahead. 

Once  again  I  must  record  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  the  staff  for  their  loyal 
support  during  the  year  and  to  my  Chief  Clerk,  Mr.  Howitt,  who  has  been 
responsible  for  compiling  the  statistical  details.

There  are  five  child  welfare  centres  in  the  district.  The  various  sessions 
being  shown  under  ‘W.R.C.C.  Clinics’.

People  who  wish  to  care  for  the  children  of  others  during  the  day  have  to 
be  registered  as  child  minders  or  have  their  premises  registered  as  a  nursery. 
This  applies  to  all  kinds  of  day  care,  including  play  groups,  nursery  groups  and 
looking  after  children  in  ones  own  home. 

All  applicants  are  asked  to  sign  a  declaration  of  good  health,  their 
premises  inspected  from  a  safety  point  of  view,  both  from  lire  and  accidental 
risks,  in  liaison  with  the  County  Fire  Officer. 

Premises  must  also  be  adequate  in  size,  reasonably  warm  and  well 
ventilated.  Precautions  must  also  be  taken  against  infectious  diseases 
spreading  amongst  the  children.  Where  food  is  prepared  kitchen  facilities 
must  be  of  a  high  standard  and  diets  must  be  of  an  adequate  standard. 

Any  staff  employed  must  be  of  good  character  and  adequate  for  the 
number  of  children  proposed  to  be  cared  for. 

Play  and  occupation  of  the  children  are  also  very  important  factors,  and 
knowledge  of  the  vital  importance  of  play  in  children’s  development  is 
expected. 

Authorised  officers  in  this  area  for  inspection  purposes  are  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer  and  the  Divisional  Nursing  Officer.  Health  Visitors  visit  as 
required  to  give  advice  and  guidance  after  registration. 

Upon  an  applicant  being  approved  by  Committee  the  Clerk  of  the 
County  Council  then  registers  the  applicant.

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Nursing  Services 
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HEALTH  VISITING 


All  new  born  babies  are  visited  by  the  Health  Visitor  when  ten  days  old 
and  revisited  at  varying  intervals  through  the  early  years  of  life  —  close 
contact  with  mother  and  baby  is  also  maintained  through  the  Child  Welfare 
Centre. 

Contact  is  made  as  soon  as  possible  with  new  families  moving  into  the 
area,  with  a  view  to  establishing  a  friendly  relationship. 

As  indicated  in  previous  reports,  all  new  babies  are  screened  by  the  Health 
Visitor  for  Phenylketonuria — during  March  1970  a  slightly  different  method  of 
screening  of  infants  was  introduced,  known  as  the  “Guthrie”  test,  and  this  is 
now  followed  up  as  a  routine  by  the  Health  Visiting  staff.  Young  babies  also 
are  screened  for  congenital  dislocation  of  the  hip,  and  during  the  year  three 
doubtful  cases  were  found  and  referred  through  their  general  practitioners  to 
the  Hospital  Service.  One  of  these  cases  was  confirmed. 

Children  are  also  screened  for  hearing  loss  at  varying  intervals.  Plans 
are  in  hand  by  the  County  Council  Health  Department  to  introduce  next  year, 
specific  developmental  testing  of  infants  at  three  months,  six  months,  ten 
months,  eighteen  months,  three  years  and  four  years.

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MIDWIFERY  SERVICE 

Working  relations  between  the  midwives  and  general  practitioners  are 
excellent.  Each  midwife  is  attached  to  a  general  practitioner  and  this  works 
extremely  well. 

Each  midwife  attends  weekly  the  general  practitioner’s  ante-natal  clinic, 
thus  giving  a  first  class  relationship  between  patient,  doctor  and  midwife.

DAY  AND  NIGHT  NURSING  SERVICE 

Other  than  in  exceptional  circumstances,  the  scheme  is  intended  to  meet 
die  needs  of  patients  suffering  from  cancer  and  other  forms  of  serious  illness 
for  short  periods  in  the  terminal  stage  of  illness. 

Patients  who  may  require  this  service,  which,  if  required  covers  both  day 
and  night,  are  referred  through  their  own  General  Practitioner/Nursing  Sister. 

During  1970  the  following  cases  were  attended  :

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Prevention  of  Illness 
-  Care  and  After  Care  Service 
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TUBERCULOSIS  —  PREVENTION  OF,  CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE 


The  work  of  the  department  directed  towards  the  prevention  of,  and1  the 
care  and  after  care  of  patients  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  has  continued 
throughout  the  year. 

Patients  from  this  area  attend  the  Chest  Clinic  at  the  Doncaster 
Royal  Infirmary,  being  under  the  care  of  the  Hospital  Board  Chest  Physician. 

Health  Visitors  and  Home  Nursing  Sisters  visit  the  patients  in  their 
homes  ensuring  that  treatment  advised  is  continued  with,  and  that  the  general 
care  and  welfare  of  the  patient  is  mianained. 

During  the  year  there  wer*e  15  new  cases  notified  as  compared  with  10 
the  previous  year.  From  the  15  new  cases  89  contacts  were  found  and  all 
referred  to  the  Chest  Clinic. 

In  consequence  of  a  new  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  being  notified 
late  in  1969  arrangements  were  made  in  March,  1970  for  the  South  Lincoln¬ 
shire  Mass  Radiography  Unit  to  visit  a  local  factory,  where  763  employees 
were  examined;  of  those  examined,  2  employees  were  referred  to  the  chest 
clinic  for  further  investigation.  One  of  these  two  employees  was  ultimately 
notified  as  a  further  new  case  of  tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  65  cases  received  1301  visits  which  were  made  by  Health 
Visitors  and  District  Nursing  Sisters  to  tuberculous  households.

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CONVALESCENT  HOME  TREATMENT 


The  County  Council,  under  the  care  and  after  care  scheme,  provides  for 
patients  of  all  ages  convalescence  for  those  in  need,  and  whom  it  is  felt  after 
such  a  period  of  convalescence  would  be  able  to  return  to  their  former  way 
of  life.

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Rubella  Vaccination 

In  July  1970,  the  Secretary  of  State  accepted  the  recommendations  of  the 
Joint  Committee  on  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  —  to  offer  to  girls  between 
their  11th  and  14th  birthdays  —  vaccination  against  Rubella  (during  the  first 
phase  of  its  introduction  priority  to  be  given  to  older  girls  i.e.  those  aged  13 
years  and  in  their  14th  year  of  life. 

Combined  explanatory  leaflets /consent  forms  were  distributed  to  the 
parents  of  all  girls  in  the  area  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  September,  and  by 
the  25th  September  all  the  191  girls  in  the  priority  group  had  been  vaccinated. 
The  remaining  118  were  vaccinated  in  November/December.  Total  vaccina¬ 
tions  309. 

It  is  hoped  to  offer  rubella  vaccinations  each  year,  as  a  routine  to  all  girls 
in  the  age  group  approved.

In  addition  to  routine  inspections,  74  special  and  re-examinations  were 
done  during  the  year.  The  routine  medical  inspections  were  carried  out  at  10 
schools  and  undertaken  by  4  part-time  general  practitioners  employed  by  the 
authority  in  109  sessions. 

The  special  and  re-examinations  were  undertaken  by  a  Departmental 
Medical  Officer  of  the  CountyCouncil  from  theDoncaster  and  GooleDivisions. 

Infestation  with  Vermin 

Health  Visitors  visit  schools  once  quarterly  for  the  purpose  of  examining 
pupils  for  head  and  body  infestation. 

During  the  year  15,203  examinations  were  made,  from  which  152  pupils 
were  found  to  be  infested. 


SPEECH  THERAPY 


Unfortunately  the  County  Council  were  unable  to  obtain  the  services  of 
a  qualified  Speech  Therapist  during  the  year. 

In  cases  of  urgency,  general  practitioners  can  refer  children  through  the 
Doncaster  Hospital  Service  where  arrangements  are  made  for  children  to  be 
seen  by  a  part-time  Speech  Therapist  employed  by  the  Doncaster  Hospital 
Management  Committee.  The  County  Council  assist  with  the  travelling 
arrangements  if  required. 


AUDIOMETER  TESTING 

The  portabe  transistor  type  audiometers  provided  by  the  County  Council 
for  Health  Visitors  was  used  for  the  testing  of  schoolchildren  in  the  6  -  7  year 
age  group,  and  during  the  year  483  schoolchildren  were  seen,  of  which  459 
had  no  appreciable  hearing  loss.  24  were  referred  for  further  investigation  by 
the  school  medical  officer. 


EAR,  NOSE  AND  THROAT 

Children  found  to  require  treatment  from  school  medical  inspections  and 
child  welfare  clinics  are  now  referred  direct  to  their  family  doctor.  The  family 
doctor  then  arranges  for  an  out-patient  appointment  with  Miss  R.D.  Dunsmore, 
the  Consultant  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Specialist  at  Doncaster  Royal  Infirmary. 


HOSPITAL  EYE  SERVICE 

Children  requiring  attention  to  their  eyes  are  referred  by  the  School  Health 
Service  to  a  Consultant  Ophthamologist  under  the  Hospital  Eye  Service,  who, 
in  turn,  arranges  for  any  necessary  treatment. 

A  special  clinic  for  such  children  is  held  once  weekly  at  Chequer  Road, 
Health  Clinic,  Doncaster  and  during  1970,  169  children  were  seen  by  the 
Consultant,  of  which  64  children  were  prescribed  glasses. 
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ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT 

Children  from  this  area  can  be  seen  by  the  Consultant  Orthopaedic 
Surgeon,  Mr.  W.  H.  Maitland  Smith,  at  a  special  W.R.C.C.  Clinic  held  jointly 
with  the  Doncaster  Division  at  the  Doncaster  Royal  Infirmary. 

A  clinic  is  held  as  required,  and  during  1970,  5  children  were  seen  from 
this  area. 


PAEDIATRIC  CLINIC 

Reference  of  children  for  paediatric  consultation  is  now  through  the 
general  practitioner  to  the  Doncaster  Royal  Infirmary. 

CHILD  GUIDANCE  TREATMENT 

All  children  with  psychological  difficulties,  emotional  disturbances, 
behaviour  disorders,  or  who  appear  to  be  maladjusted  in  their  home  or  at 
school,  may  be  referred  to  the  W.R.C.C.  Child  Guidance  Clinic  by 
appointment. 

The  clinic  is  conducted  by  a  Consultant  Psychiatrist,  Psychologist  and 
Psychiatric  Social  worker,  and  is  held  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centre,  Armthorpe, 
or  at  the  Dunscroft  Child  Welfare  Centre  once  monthly. 

During  the  year  19  sessions  at  Dunscroft  were  held  where  26  children  were 
seen  at  the  clinic  during  the  year,  making  166  attendances. 

DENTAL  TREATMENT 

The  County  Dental  Officer  arranges  for  the  dental  examination  of  children 
in  school  and  any  pupil  who  may  require  treatment  is  invited  to  attend  a  very 
up-to-date  well  equipped  County  Council  Dental  Clinic  at  the  new  Thorne 
Child  Welfare  Centre,  preferably  by  appointment,  or  the  W.R.C.C.  Clinic, 
Thorne  Road,  Doncaster.

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MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


A  Mental  Welfare  Officer  is  on  the  staff  of  this  department  and  is  responsible 
for  assisting  with  admissions  to  hospital,  also  care  and  after  care  follow  up 
of  patients  discharged  home. 

Patients  from  this  area  who  require  hospital  treatment  are  usually  admitted 
to  the  new  Psychiatric  Wing  at  the  Doncaster  Royal  Infirmary  or  to  the 
Middlewood  Hospital  at  Sheffield. 

During  the  year  130  mentally  ill  and  8  sub-normal  persons  were  referred 
to  the  Authority  for  care  and  guidance. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  308  known  persons  under  local  Authority 
care  including  3  sub-normal  patients  on  the  waiting  list  for  institutional  care. 

Of  the  89  mentally  sub-normal  patients  living  at  home  30  attend  daily 
at  the  Rawcliffe  Training  Centre  by  special  transport  provided  by  the  County 
Council,  and  two  adult  girls  attend  the  Adwick-le-Street  Training  Centre. 
3  attend  Rawcliffe  Hall  daily.  7  mentally  ill  patients  attend  Snaith  Day 
Centre  daily. 

Adult  trainees  are  employed  at  the  Training  Centres  on  simple  contract 
work  for  which  payment  is  now  made  by  the  County  Council.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  service  is  maintained  by  four  cesspool  emptying  vehicles  of  750,  800 
and  two  of  1200  gallons  capacity  all  adapted  for  pail  closet  emptying.The  refuse 
collection  and  disposal  service  is  maintained  by  three  vehicles  of  50  cu.  yards, 
capacity  and  one  of  35  cu.  yards  capacity,  a  spare  vehicle  of  35  cu.  yards, 
and  a  loading  shovel. 

Dustbins  and  pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly,  privy  middens  monthly  and 
cesspools  by  a  routine  service.
